East Jordan’s Smith captures 
second Player of the Year honor 


TRAVERSE CITY -- For the sec- 
ond time in three years, East Jor- 
dan’s Logan Smith has earned the 
honor of Player of the Year as part 
of Traverse City Junior Golf Asso- 
ciation. 

Smith also captured the honor in 
2014. 

Taking part in the Bob Lober 
Junior Golf Championship Elite di- 
vision, Smith shot a career low 68 
on the Grand Traverse Resorts’ 
Spruce Run course on day two of 
the tournament, coming back from 
six strokes down to earn the vic- 
tory. 

The tournament win is the sixth 
out of seven this summer for 
Smith. He also took top honors at 
Arnie’s Invitational at the Manitou 
Passage Golf Club in Glen Arbor; 
The Outing in the Orchards at the 


Leelanau Club at Bahle Farms 
course; Bruce Keillor Memorial 
Tournament at the Crystal Lake 
Golf Club; The Downtown Show- 
down at the Traverse City Golf and 
Country Club; and at the A-Ga- 
Ming Sundance Golf Course. 

The busy summer followed an 
impressive spring by the Red Devil 
junior that included medalist hon- 
ors in the Lake Michigan Confer- 
ence and at the district and 
regional levels and took part in the 
state finals as an individual.

A 25-year memorial 
of a friend 


When I was a grad- 
uate student in fish- 
eries biology at the 
University of Missouri my 
roommate, Steve Mogal, 
wrote a piece for the Mis- 
souri Conservationist 
Magazine titled, “Life ina 
Riffle.” Mog died tragically 
when he was caught in an 
early spring avalanche 
while hiking in New Mex- 
ico in 1991 and his article 
was published posthu- 
mously. 


As I explored a small 
creek recently at Fisher- 
man’s Island State Park in 
Charlevoix my thoughts 
drifted to my dear friend 
who—and it seems like 
only yesterday—passed 
away 25 years ago this 
year. My mind meandered 
further to the thought of 
wanting to publish some- 
thing that would honor 
Mog. In the process I’m 
writing about an activity I 
truly love to do. That’s to 
study the teaming life that 
exists in the riffles of 
streams and rivers. 


Fantastic Food Webs: 
Riffles are the shallowest 
and fastest portions of a 
river. They, therefore, fea- 
ture clean gravel and 
rocks, the coolest tempera- 
tures, and highest dis- 
solved oxygen content in 
the system. Because of 
these properties riffles at- 
tract a veritable plethora 
of organisms from the tini- 
est aquatic insect larvae 
including caddis flies, 
blackflies, and midges to 
relative giant inverte- 
brates like stonefly larvae, 
heavy-mandibled hell- 
grammites, dragonfly na- 
iads, and crayfish. They 
also harbor numerous 
small fish in the form of 
sculpins, darters, dace, 
shiners, and chubs. In 
turn, this smorgasbord 
brings larger predators- 
like trout, smallmouth 
bass, and rock bass-to the 
shallow areas. 


The Good with the 
Bad: Did you ever wonder 
why some of the most pris- 
tine and natural areas 
seem to attract tons of bit- 
ing insects? Well, that’s re- 
ally no surprise when you 
realize that all of the fly- 
ing, biting bugs we have in 
Michigan-mosquitos, black 
flies, “no see ‘ems,” deer 
flies, and horse flies-grow 
up as aquatic larvae in the 
rivers and lakes that make 
these places special. As a 
matter of fact, many of 
these larval flies can only 
survive in the clear, clean, 
and highly-oxygenated rif- 
fles of northern streams. 


Life 
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We’re forced to 
put up with 
pesky insects 
to be able to 
fish, hike, 
bike, and bird 
in these 
wilderness 
areas. 


Pest Palettes: Fortu- 
nately, there are other crit- 
ters in riffles that gorge 
themselves on these biting 
insect larvae. They include 
many types of minnows 
and larger insect larvae. In 
particular, the young of 
dragonflies, stoneflies, and 
dobsonflies are extremely 
efficient predators on 
smaller insects. Dragon- 
flies have earned the 
moniker of, “mosquito 
hawks” as the adults eat 
thousands of mosquitos 
and their aquatic nymphs 
gobble mosquito larvae as 
well! Next time you run 
into a dragonfly, or their 
cousins, the damselflies, 
let them know how much 
you appreciate them! 


Kid Explorers: One of 
the most fascinating, and 
inexpensive, activities you 
can do with children is to 
explore riffles. Wade into 
any shallow, fast running 
area of a stream or river 
(the Bear, Au Sable, Stur- 
geon, Maple, and Black are 
favorites) and start turn- 
ing over rocks, picking up 
woody debris, or scooping 
up clumps of vegetation. 
The aquatic critters you’ll 
find will simply amaze the 
children! Also, teach the 
kids how to do, “the stone- 
fly shuffle.” Bring along a 
durable fine-mesh net and 
hold it perpendicular to 
the river flow downstream 
from a fast area with lots 
of rocks. Have someone 
not holding the net orient 
themselves upstream and 
shuffle their feet to stir up 
the bottom, and turn over 
rocks. You’ll be blown 
away by how many bug lar- 
vae, small fish, and cray- 
fish have washed down 
into your net! Another al- 
ternative is to use an old 
piece of door or window 
screen material but you 
won't secure as many ani- 
mals as with a net. Learn 
how to identify them and 
make it an aquatic ento- 
mology lesson that the 
children will want to expe- 
rience again and again! 


Make sure, however, 
that you replace over- 
turned rocks and other 
structures to roughly their 
former location. 

That’s a bit about the 
fascinating life found ina 
riffle. Mog, wherever you 
are I hope the music, base- 
ball, fishing, friendships, 
and especially the riffles, 
are heavenly!

July in Michigan is 
becoming synonymous 
with reports of anglers 
landing pacus — fish 
with human-like teeth 
used for eating nuts and 
seeds — in the southeast- 
ern part of the state. 
Last month, the Michi- 
gan Department of Nat- 
ural Resources received 
three pacu reports — 
two from Lake St. Clair 
and one from the Port 
Huron area. 

Reeling in a pacus 
would be a surprise, 
perhaps even a shock to 
anyone fishing in 
Michigan. Though it 
looks somewhat like a 
native shad, the pacu’s 
squarish, blunt teeth 
clearly set it apart. It 
isn’t similar to any na- 
tive, toothed fish, in- 
cluding trout, 
muskellunge or north- 
ern pike. 

The red-bellied pacu, 
Piaractus brachypo- 
mus, is a popular 
aquarium fish im- 
ported from South 
America. The U.S. leads 
the world in importing 
ornamental fish, sup- 
porting a worldwide 
aquarium industry that 
tops $1 billion annually. 

Though the pacu isa 
non-native fish, it is not 
considered invasive in 
Michigan. Invasive 
species are defined as 
those that are not na- 
tive and also can cause 
harm to the environ- 
ment, the economy or 
human health. A 2012 
US. Fish and Wildlife 
Service 
assessment concluded 
the risk posed by pacus 
in the continental 
United States is uncer- 
tain due to a lack of re- 
search on the fish’s 
negative impacts. While 
the risk is uncertain for 
the U.S., pacus are not 
considered invasive in 
Michigan because they 
are tropical-warmwater 
fish that are not likely 
to survive the severe 
cold of Michigan win- 
ters. 

Pacus have been 
caught in lakes, ponds 
or creeks in at least 27 
US. states. However, 
there is no evidence 
that breeding popula- 
tions have been estab- 
lished in any of these 
locations. Current cli- 
mate data indicate this 
tropical, freshwater 
fish is unlikely to sur- 
vive Great Lakes win- 
ters, but climate change 
may increase the possi- 
bility. 

Finding pacus in the 
Great Lakes is evidence 
of acommon dilemma — 
what to do when you 
can no longer keep an 
aquarium pet? Pacus 
are known to grow sig- 
nificantly, often beyond 
the capacity of their 
tanks. 

“Pet release is almost 
never humane. Pets re-

leased from confined, 
artificial environments 
are poorly equipped to 
fend off predators and 
may be unable to suc- 
cessfully forage for food 
or find shelter,” said 
Nick Popoff, manager 
of the DNR's Aquatic 
Species and Regulatory 
Affairs Unit. “Those 
that do succeed in the 
wild can spread exotic 
diseases to native ani- 
mals. In the worst-case 
scenario, released ani- 
mals can thrive and re- 
produce, upsetting 
natural ecosystems to 
the degree that these 
former pets become in- 
vasive species.” 

In the case of the 
pacu and other orna- 
mental fish, there is an- 
other issue. 

“Tnvasive or not — 
planting fish of any 
kind in the waters of 
the state without a per- 
mit is illegal,” said 
Popoff. “This includes 
the release of aquar- 
ium fish like pacus and 
goldfish, as well as 
farm-raised fish from 
private ponds.” 

Paige Filice of Michi- 
gan State University 
works with a new 
statewide campaign to 
Reduce Invasive Pet 
and PLant Escapes, or 
RIPPLE, offering solu- 
tions for aquarium and 
pond owners. 

“Tf your pacu has 
outgrown its tank or 
begun to feed on your 
other fish, rather than 
releasing it into a pond 
or stream, consider do- 
nating or trading it 
with another hobbyist, 
an environmental 
learning center, an 
aquarium or a zoo,” 
said Filice. “You can 
also check with the pet 
store where you pur- 
chased the fish to see if 
they will take it back.” 

Another option is to 
talk with a veterinarian 
or pet retailer about hu- 
mane methods to dis- 
pose of the pet. 

More information 
about the RIPPLE cam- 
paign and managing 
aquarium pets and 
plants is available from 
the Michigan Invasive 
Species website. 

If you catch an un- 
usual fish, keep it and 
preserve it on ice. If 
that is not possible, 
take photos of the fish. 
Do not return it to the 
water. Contact Seth

sts@michigan.gov for 
assistance in identifica- 
tion.

ORDINANCE 238 
Chapter 14. Environment, Article 11 Nuisances 
Section 14-22 Illustrative Enumeration 


The City of East Jordan ordains: 


MOTION: BOYER 
SECOND: BREAKEY 


The maintaining, using, placing, depositing, leaving or permitting to be or remain on any public or private property of 
any of the following items, conditions or actions are hereby declared to be and constitute a nuisance; provided, 
however, this enumeration shall not be deemed or construed to be conclusive, limiting or restrictive: 


(1) Noxious weeds and other rank vegetation over 12 inches in height; 
The storage upon any property of building materials unless there is in force a valid zoning permit issued by the 
city and a building permit issued by the county for construction upon such property and such building materials 
are intended for use in connection with such construction; building materials shall include, but shall not be 
limited to, lumber, bricks, concrete or cinder blocks, plumbing materials, electrical wiring or equipment, shingles, 
mortar, concrete or cement, nails, screws, or any other materials used in constructing any structure (all unused 
building materials shall be removed from the premises by the contractor prior to issuance of any occupancy 


permit or final acceptance by the building inspector); 


The storage or accumulation of junk, trash, rubbish or refuse of any kind, except domestic refuse stored in such 
a manner as not to create a nuisance. The term "junk" shall include parts of machinery or motor vehicles, 
unused stoves or other appliances stored in the open, remnants of wood, metal or any other material or other 
cast-off material of any kind whether or not the same could be put to any reasonable use; 

Storage on any property of junk vehicles except in a completely enclosed building. For the purposes of this 
article the term "junk vehicles" shall include any motor vehicle which is inoperative for any reason such as being 
in a state of disassembly, disrepair, stripped, dismantled, unregistered or unlicensed; 

The existence of any structure or damaged partial structure which because of fire, wind or other natural 
disaster, or physical deterioration or other cause is no longer habitable if a dwelling, nor useful of any other 
purpose for which it may have been intended; 
The existence of any vacant building, garage or other outbuilding unless such buildings are kept securely 
locked, windows kept glazed or neatly boarded up and otherwise protected to prevent entrance thereto by 


vandals; 


The existence of any incomplete structures unless such structure is in the course of construction in accordance 
with a valid and subsisting building permit issued by the county and unless such construction is completed 
within a reasonable time; 
Any condition which provides harborage for rats, mice, snakes and other vermin; 
All unnecessary or unauthorized noises and annoying vibrations, including animal noises; 

All disagreeable or obnoxious odors and stenches, as well as the conditions, substances or other causes which 
give rise to the emission or generation of such odors and stenches; 
The carcasses of animals or fowl not disposed of within a reasonable time after death; 

The pollution of any public well or cistern, stream, lake, canal or body of water by sewage, dead animals, 
creamery, industrial wastes or other substances; 
Any building, structure or other place or location where any activity which is in violation of local, state or federal 
law is conducted, performed or maintained; 
Any accumulation of stagnant water permitted or maintained on any lot or piece of ground; 
Dense smoke, noxious fumes, gas, soot or cinders, in unreasonable quantities. 


The exterior of a structure shall be maintained in good repair, structurally sound and sanitary so as not to pose 
a threat to public health, safety or welfare. 


All exterior walls shall be free from holes, breaks, and loose or rotting materials; and maintained weatherproof 
and properly surface coated where required to prevent deterioration. 


All overhang extensions including, but not limited to canopies, marquees, signs metal awnings, fire escapes, 
standpipes and exhaust ducts shall be maintained in good repair and be properly anchored so as to be kept ina 
sound condition. When required, all exposed surfaces of metal or wood shall be protected from the elements 
and against decay or rust by periodic application of weather coating material, such as paint or similar surface 


treatment.
